N THE PAST 40 years, I have been in Europe many times, visiting most of the 
Western European countries and the United Kingdom. The companies which 
employ me have been affiliated with 15 companies in five different nations, so 

I have talked and corresponded with businessmen in Europe and Britain at fre- 
quent intervals over this period. On three tours, I was a member or leader of a 
party of businessmen representing trade groups who were seeking wider business 
acquaintance in foreign trade areas and the opportunity to exchange ideas with 


European businessmen. 
Assistant to the Director of the Mutual 
Security Agency, twice as Assistant to 
the Secretary of Defense, and once as a 
NATO defense representative. I made an 
official inspection of the principal foreign 
plants producing defense material for our 
NATO defense program; I was provided 
with an Air Force plane and accompanied 
by Army, Navy, and Air Force officers 
with orders to confer with our military 
and diplomatic representatives in the 
populous industrial area which includes 
Norway, Germany, Greece, the United 
Kingdom and neighboring countries; and 
several trips behind the Iron Curtain 
since the end of the war. 

The exchange of information and opin- 
ions was not the same when I traveled 
as a private citizen as when I was a 
member of a trade committee or when I 
traveled as a government official. As a 
private citizen, it has been just as easy 
to discuss personal, business, and politi- 
cal affairs with citizens of the free coun- 
tries as it is to discuss affairs with my 
fellow citizens at home. When I was with 
the trade groups, we talked with repre- 
sentative foreign trade groups and gov- 
ernment representatives, all earnestly 
seeking to establish better business rela- 
tions; but personal viewpoints are seldom 
given in such meetings. As an official of 
the government, I found that representa- 
tives and officials of other nations never 
spoke without restraint in government- 
sanctioned meetings, and I had to be cau- 
tious about expressing any personal opin- 
ions which might be construed as official 
viewpoints of my government. The tour- 
ist or businessman often gains a far 
better understanding of current condi- 


On other visits, I represented the government: once as 


tions through casual conversations than 
the official representatives whose activi- 
ties and conversations are constantly con- 
trolled by protocol. 

To illustrate this point, I refer to my 
experience in Paris in August, 1953, when 
the nationwide French transportation 
strike took place. As I was there as As- 
sistant to the Secretary of Defense, I had 
access to confidential reports of American 
diplomatic and military officials which 
were sent to Washington and sometimes 
summarized later in American newspa- 
pers. When I was free of official duties, 
I discussed the strike situation with 
French businessmen whom I had known 
for many years. When the strike was 
over, there was no doubt that the French 
businessmen had a keener insight and 
had more correctly forecast the ensuing 
developments from start to finish than 
the American officials who wrote their 
reports chiefly on the basis of conversa- 
tions with French officials. The private 
citizen of any country who has also served 
as a government official understands that 
official reports are intended to sway pub- 
lic opinion at home and abroad, and some- 
times, therefore, conceal as much as they 
reveal. Our rapidly expanding tourist 
trade, the increasing resumption of ex- 
port business in all countries, and the 
extension of time-saving world air travel 
services will promote the establishment of 
many friendly and profitable international 
contacts between various nationals which 
will lead eventually to a better world 
through clearer understanding of other 
countries’ internal and external problems.

has been carried on just as pleasantly and 
with the same friendly cooperation as it 
is with our domestic customers and ven- 
dors. Relations with our affiliates in the 
countries which were our enemies during 
the war were, of course, broken off for 
the duration; but they were resumed after 
the war without delay or embarrassment 
to either side. 

On one of my official visits in Italy, I 
was accompanied by a_ high - ranking 
American Army officer, and, during a dis- 
cussion of the World War with an Italian 
general, we learned that the American 
officer had been official observer in a Brit 
ish tank during a battle in North Africa 
when the former Italian general was lead- 
ing the enemy Italian tank formation. 
The Italian general commented, with a 
broad smile, that, after the war was over, 
he was able to meet his one-time deadly 
enemies in the most friendly and informal 
fashion, in contrast to the stiff formalities 
and the never-ending rivalries which exist 
between international political leaders. 

In 1950, when I was a member of a 
touring group composed chiefly of repre- 
sentatives of our American automobile 
industry, they were very much surprised 
to find how few Europeans were expect- 
ing another global war, because there 
were so many headline rumors of war in 
the United States’ press due to the hos- 
tile attitude of Red Russia, directed at 
our country. As we traveled around and 
saw and heard the awesome evidence of 
the war’s terrible devastation, it became 
clear that our European allies, and our 
former enemies had found that modern 
warfare, even without the atomic bomb, 
had become so destructive that no normal 
individual would willingly support a war 
of aggression. It is a self-evident fact 
that the victors in another all-out war 
cannot hope to recover their losses by 
stripping the vanquished of their few 
remnants of prewar prosperity. Poten- 
tial profits have been removed as incen- 
tives to make war. 

Although American newspapers at- 
tempt to report the current views of Eu- 
ropeans, they had not revealed to us that 
so many Europeans believed that only two 
great nations were liable to start another 
war: Red Russia and the United States. 
We knew that our countrymen wanted no 
more wars, and we could not understand 
what had caused so many Europeans to 
label us as imperialists, seeking to extend 
our rule or acquire domination over other 
countries. 

Communist Russia has exhibited the 
same aggressive imperialistic ambitions 
that led Czarist Russia into so many dis-

The fifth revised list of Independent Foreign Freight Forwarders registered with 
the Federal Maratime Board under General Order No. 72 and issued by the Customs 
Brokers and Forwarders Association of America, Inc., will be in even greater demand 
this year than ever before, predicted Martin A. Kerner, president of the Association. 
Now “published for the sixth consecutive time, the list has, from the first, established 
its value and importance to the industry In its current revision, the new list contains 
any addition changes and deletions, answering the many requests made for accurate, 
up-to-date information of this sort 

As Mr. Werner pointed out, under General Order No. 72, the definition of a freight 
forwarder is all-inclusive It lumps towether the independent freight forwarders, common 
carriers, manufacturers, exporters, export traders, manufacturer's agents, resident buyers, 
commission merchants, and all others who for a consideration, perform freight forward- 
ing activities Practical) everyone, therefore, who in any manner does forwarding, is 
registered under General Order No. 72 and has received a number This includes many 
whe have an interest in the merchandise. When the Federal Maritime Board issues its 
official registration list, it, of necessity, contains the names of all registered firms, regard- 
less of whether they are independent forwarders or not, thereby creating a danger, in 
that the unwary exporter may well select a competitor to be his forwarder. 

The CBFAA is continuing its efforts to present to the foreign traders a clear picture 
of the difference between the Independent and the other forwarders by confining its list 
to registered independent foreign freight forwarders. The Federal Maritime Board has 
not yet made this distinctior

Express rate reductions ranging from 25

perialism. The United States has fought 
no wars ol! aggression, although some ot 
our military attempts to restore peace and 
support stable government in Central 
America were regarded until passing 
time proved otherwise. As a result of the 
Spanish-American War of 1898, Cuba 
and the Philippines are free and Puerto 
Rico has been offered its freedom, which 
has been rejected by a majority of Puerto 
Ricans, who enjoy universal suffrage; in 
1948, they elected their present governor, 
who has freely and firmly stated his 
country’s desire to remain a politically 
integral part of the United States. Inci- 
dentally, businessmen of Puerto Rico have 
many tax advantages that are withheld 
by our government in the continental 
United States. 

If our critics will study our 
ment’s record in aiding the former Span- 
ish colonies with dollar contributions, 
they will realize that the continental 
United States simply cannot afford to 
take on more offshore territory, since in 
these days of apparent boom our gov- 
ernment is unable or unwilling to balance 
our Federal budget. If it were possible 
to show that our country profited ma- 
terially by our seizure of any foreign 
territory as a fruit of victory, our poli- 
ticians would be prompt to seize on it 
and claim it as their accomplishment. If 
anyone thinks that the Korean incident 
was a symbol of imperialistic design, they 
should look over the list of our losses, 
which are still accumulating: over 140,- 
000 casualties, 32,000 dead, and $100 bil- 
lion thrown into the bottomless pit of 
war. To win the approval of our allies, 
and end open hostilities, our forces with- 
drew to the 38th Parallel, and lost face 
in Asia to such an extent that our citi- 
zens are imprisoned and punished by na- 
tions that could be quickly crushed if we 
applied military strength in retaliation.

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Red Russia wants to impose Commu 
nism on all other countries, but our coun- 
try has not tried to force any other 
country to adopt our form of govern- 
ment, even though that form brought us 
from the status of a weak colony to a 
world power, and a vast majority of us 
believe it to be the best. It has changed 
in many ways in this 20th Century—some- 
times by popular amendment of the Con 
stitution; sometimes by more subtle and 
sinister methods. 

If our country has received any na- 
tional benefits which would encourage us 
to enter another war, I know nothing 
about them. We abandoned our inherited 
isolationist policy when we went to the 
aid of free countries and fought for the 
freedom of the seas in 1917. We thought 
we were fighting the war to end all wars, 
and our chief demand in peace settle- 
ments has been for the freedom of choice 
of self-government for both our allies and 
enemies. That these objectives have not 
been achieved is not for want of good 
intentions. 

I believe that the United States is the 
only great industrial nation in the world 
which has no recognized political party 
which has Socialism (Marxian or other- 
wise), as its prime objective. We have a 
two-party system, but the Left Wing of 
our so-called conservative Republican 
Party is far to the left of the Right Wing 
of the so-called liberal Democratic Party 
in all political measures which are social- 
istic in their nature. Rabid partisan po- 
litical attacks on business and business- 
men would lead a casual visitor to believe 
that business interests dominate our gov- 
ernment and are constantly seeking to 
subdue, if not to enslave, industrial work- 
ers. 

Although it is difficult to find self-la- 
beled socialistic groups even in our smal] 
communities, there is not a _ socialistic 
measure applied in European nations

ot one, or both, of our two major parties 

and many socialist measures have been 
adopted by trading freedom for promises 
of security. If everyone obeyed the Bib- 
lical Commandment which forbids us to 
covet our neighbor’s property, who would 
support Socialism with its essential plan 
to take income or property from one man 
to support another according to the de- 
sires of an individual dictator, as in Rus- 
sia, or of a majority of voters, as in the 
socialistic communities or states? As our 
government has no income except that 
which it collects from its citizens, it has 
nothing tangible to give one citizen that 
it has not taken from another citizen. 

In time of war, when industrial power 
is a far greater asset than untrained and 
inexperienced military manpower, every 
other industrial country calls on indus- 
trial leaders to come to the aid of the 
government by accepting ministerial or 
cabinet office. In our country, our Con- 
gress has gone so far in its recent un- 
written rules that no industrialist can 
hold an important position in the Defense 
Department unless he will strip himself 
of all industrial interests, which, as you 
may infer, is utterly impossible if he has 
distributed a large share of his industrial 
fortune to his immediate family. With 
the strange lack of logic inherent in the 
political mind, a man can hold office in 
our Defense Department without regard 
to the industrial investments of his wife 
and children; however, because a ma- 
jority of our Congressmen are members 
of the legal profession, a lawyer can hold 
office in either the Defense Department 
or the State Department merely by re- 
linquishing his partnership in a law firm 
during his term of office, regardless of 
his law firm’s industrial clientele or its 
international law practice. 

Some years ago, one of our business 
groups traveling in England was invited 
to a luncheon at the Savoy Hotel in Lon- 
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don by one of the leading British engi- 
neering societies. The Americans were 
greatly impressed by the number of titles 
which had been bestowed upon British 
industrialists, and when I was called upon 
to reply to the British speech of welcome, 
I happened to be in the mood, as a result 
of the very generous British hospitality, 
to mention this matter. I said that we, 
as American industrialists and engineers 
were just plain Tom, Dick, and Harry to 
their Sir Thomas, Sir Richard, and Sir 
Harold. In England, the successful indus- 
trialist has not received full public recog- 
nition until he has been knighted by his 
King, but in the United States, no Ameri- 
can industrialist has been fully recognized 
for his achievements until he has been 
indicted by his government under the 
anti-trust laws—and, I added, most of us 
had been indicted, some two or three 
times. England has had its Socialist gov- 
ernment, but even the Socialists respected 
industrial genius in either war or peace, 
and English workers show a respect and 
regard for their employers which is sel- 
dom exhibited in our country’s politically 
fostered labor disturbances. 

There is an impression in Western 
Europe that we have some very large 
companies which are engaged solely or 
principally in the manufacture of muni- 
tions, machines, and implements of war. 
Our newspapers label the owners of such 
plants as “Merchants of Death,” and they 
are always under suspicion of fomenting 
wars and rebellions. Here, again, the 
record of American companies refutes this 
accusation. Over 90% of our military 
material requirements were furnished by 
corporations which grew great through 
peacetime production of strictly non-mili- 
tary goods and services. With the out- 
break of war, many manufacturers are 
cut off from their essential supplies by 
governmental edict, and must find some 
type of war product to fit their facilities, 
and abilities, or close up. Seventeen mil-

United States exports of domestic and foreign merchandise during October were 


valued at $1,394.7 million, representing a sizeable increase of $141.8 million from the 
September total of $1,252.9 million. Nine of the eleven major groups of commodities 
registered increases October exports were 10 percent above the value of $1,265.38 
million in October 1954 and 11 percent more than the 1954 monthly average of $1,258.0 
million. M.S.P. (military) exports during October were valued at $119.3 million, 20 percent 
more than the September total of $99.1 million and 15 percent above the October 1954 
value of $103.7 million, but 37 percent under the 1954 monthly average of $187.9 million.

United States general imports reached the billion dollar mark in October for the 


second time this year. General imports during the month were valued at $1,009.8 million, 
representing an increase of seven percent over the value of $945.1 million in September

Japan Limits Export of Cotton Fabrics to United States—No more sales contracts will 
be accepted for export of cotton fabrics to the United States, the Japanese Ministry of 
International Trade and Industry (MITI) has announced. Acceptance of contracts is a 
step preliminary to export validation 

This new order, which became effective on November 22, extends to all cotton fabrics 
the export limitation placed on November 9 on export of grey cloth, bleached cloth 
velveteen, and corduroy. Except for cotton blouses, which are subject to similar limita- 
tions by the Japanese Made-Up-Goods Association, there are no restrictions on wearing 
apparel. 

Canada Changes Date for New Invoice Forms—The date on which Canada’s revised 
commercial invoice forms M-A and N-A are to come into use for customs purposes has 
been changed from January 1 to April 1, 1956, the Canadian Department of National 
Revenue has announced. Forms previously prescribed will be accepted by customs officials 
until April 1. 

Spain to Send Floating Fair to America—The 15,000-ton ship, Ciudad de Toledo, being 
completed in the Euskalduna shinvards in Bilbao, Spain, is to be converted into a floating 
trade fair and sent to the principal ports in North and South America on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. 

The exposition will include industrial products, arts and crafts, books, and cultural 
and folklore exhibits. A preliminary show will be held in Bilbao to select the items for 
inclusion in the exhibition, according to the Bilbao Chamber of Commerce. The ship is 
scheduled to leave Bilbao in the spring of 1956 and its voyage will take ahout 10 months

PRODUCTS—IDENTIFICATION CARDS FOR CUSTOMS CARTMEN 
AND LIGHTERMEN 

The suggestion has been made that customs Form 7523, Entry of Merchandise 
Unconditionally Free of Duty, Carrier's Certificate and Release, be modified to permit its 
use as a combined entry, manifest, carrier’s certificate, and release for merchandise 
entered on that form. The adoption of this suggestion will simplify customs requirements 
but requires amendment of the Customs Regulations 

A fovotnote to section 14.5 (g) of the Customs Regulations relating to coal-tar products 
requires deletion because it is not in accordance with existing law. ’ 

As the result of suggestions from the field, the Bureau has considered the question 
whether the issuance of identification cards to a licensed cartman or lighterman or his 
employees serves a good purpose at all ports. Consideration has also been given to the 
question whether before the employment of the holder an identification card is changed to 
another licensed cartman or lighterman, the card, together with an application of the new 
employer, should always be submitted to the customhouse for noting the change of 
employer on both the identification card and the customs records, in accordance with 
section 21.2 of the Customs Regulations. 

For example, it is sometimes necessary for the holder of an identification card 
because of the lack on some days of the work normally offered by his regular employer, 
to seek temporary employment by another licensed cartman or lighterman Insistence 
upon compliance with the above-mentioned requirement may unnecessarily deprive the 
employee of the temporary work offered

After due investigation. in accordance with the provisions of section 201 (a) of the 
Antidumping Act of 1921, as amended, (19 Tl). S. ©. 160 (a)), the United States Tariff 
Commission on October 26, 1955, notified the Secretary of the Treasury of its determination 
that the industry manufacturing cast iron soil pipe in the United States is being, or is 
likely to be injured, by reason of the importation into the United States of cast iron 
soil pipe, other than “American pattern” cast iron soil pipe, from the United Kingdom 

Pursuant to the provisions of said section 201 (a) of the Antidumping Act of 1921, 
as amended, I find that cast iron soil pipe, other than “American pattern” cast iron soil 
pipe, from the United Kingdom is being, or is likely to be. sold in the United States at 
less than its fair value. [T.D, 53934.)

Sections 12.42-12.47, relating to merchandise produced abroad by convict, forced, or 
indentured labor, are deleted and the following new sections are substituted therefor:

12.42 Findings of Commissioner of Customs.—(a) If any appraiser or other prin- 
cipal customs officer has reason to believe that any class of merchandise which is 
being, or is likely to be, imported into the United States is being produced, whether 
by mining, manufacture, or other means, in any foreign locality with the use of convict 
labor, forced labor, or indentured labor under penal sanctions so as to come within the 
purview of the first sentence of section 307, Tariff Act of 1930,” he shall communicate 
his belief to the Commissioner of Customs. Every such communication shall contain or 
be accompanied by a_ statement of substantially the same information as is required 
in paragraph (b), if in the possession of the appraiser or other officer or readily avail- 
able to him. [T.D. 53953.] 

(b) Any person outside the Customs Service who has reason to believe that mer- 
chandise produced in the circumstances mentioned in paragraph (a) is being, or is 
likely to be, imported into the United States and, if the production is with the use of 
forced labor or indentured labor under penal sanctions, that merchandise of the same 
class is being produced in the United States in such quantities as to meet the con- 
sumptive demands of the United States may communicate his belief to any appraiser 
or the Commissioner of Customs. Every such communication shall contain, or be ac- 
companied by, (1) a full statement of the reasons for the belief, (2) a detailed descrip- 
tion or sample of the merchandise, and (3) all pertinent facts obtainable as to the 
production of the merchandise abroad. If the foreign merchandise is believed to be 
mined, produced, or manufactured with the use of forced labor or indentured labor under 
nenal sanctions, such communication shall also contain (4) detailed information as to 
the production and consumption of the particular class of merchandise in the United 
States and the names and addresses of domestic producers likely to be interested in the 
matter. 

(c) If any information filed with an appraiser pursuant to paragraph (b) does not 
conform with the requirements of that paragraph, the communication shall be returned 
promptly to the person who submitted it with detailed written advice as to the respects 
in which it does not conform. If such information is found to comply with the require- 
ments, it shall be transmitted by the appraiser within 10 days to the Commissioner 
of Customs, together with all pertinent additional information available to the appraiser. 

(d) Upon receipt by the Commissioner of Customs of any communication submitted 
pursuant to paragraph (a) or (b) and found to comply with the requirements of the 
pertinent paragraph, the Commissioner will cause such investigation to be made as 
appears to be warranted by the circumstances of the case and the Commissioner or his 
designated representative will consider any representations offered by foreign interests, 
importers, domestic producers, or other interested persons. 

(e) If the Commissioner of Customs finds at any time that information available 
reasonably but not conclusively indicates that merchandise within the purview of 
section 307 is being, or is likely to be, imported, he will promptly advise all collectors of 
customs accordingly and the collectors shall thereupon withhold release of any such 
merchandise pending instructions from the Commissioner as to whether the merchan- 
dise may be released otherwise than for exportation. 

(f) If it is determined on the basis of the foregoing that the merchandise is subject 
to the provisions of the said section 307, the Commissioner of Customs, with the approval

of the Secretary of the Treasury, will publish a finding io that effect. 

(g) Any merchandise of a class specified in a finding made under paragraph (f) 
which is imported directly or indirectly from the locality specified in the finding and 
has not been released from customs custody before the date of publication of such find- 
ing shall be considered and treated as an importation prohibited by section 307, Tariff 
Act of 1930, unless the importer establishes by satisfactory evidence that the merchan- 
dise was not mined, produced, or manufactured in any part with the use of a class of 
labor specified in the finding.

* “All goods, wares, articles, and merchandise mined, produced, or manufactured wholly or in part in 
any foreign country by convict labor or/and forced labor or/and indentured labor under penal sanctions 
shall not be entitled to entry at any of the ports of the United States, and the importation thereof is hereby 
prehibited, and the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and directed to prescribe such regulations 
as may be necessary for the enforcement of this provision The provisions of this section relating 
to goods, wares, articies, and merchandise mined, produced, or manufactured by forced labor or/and in- 
dentured labor, shall take effect on January 1, 1932; but in no case shall such provisions be applicable to 
goods, wares, articles, or merchandise so mined, produced, or manufactured which are not mined, produced 
or manufactured in such quantities in the United States as to meet the consumptive demands of the United 
States

the foreign market value (or, in the absence of such value, than the cost of production), he shall forthwith 
authorize, under such regulations as he may prescribe, the withholding of appraisement reports as to such 
merchandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, not more than one hundred and 
twenty days before the question of dumping has been raised by or presented to him or any person to whom 
authority under this section has been delegated, until the further order of the Secretary, or until the Secre- 
tary has made public a finding as provided for in subdivision (a) in regard to such merchandise." (Anti- 
dumping Act, 1921, sec. 201 (b), as amended; 19 U. S. C. 160 (b).)

(b) Any person outside the Customs Service who has reason to believe that mer- 
chandise is being, or is likely to be, imported into the United states under such cir- 
cumstances as to bring it within the purview of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as 
amended,“* may communicate his belief and the reasons therefor in writing to any 
appraiser of merchandise or to the Commissioner of Customs. Every such communication 
shall contain or be accompanied by the following: 

(1) A detailed description or sample of the merchandise; the name of the country 
from which it is being, or is likely to be, imported; and the ports or probable ports of 
importation into the United States. If no sample is furnished, the appraiser concerned 
in appropriate cases may call upon the person who furnished the information to furnish 
samples of the imported and competitive domestic articles, or either. 

(2) Such detailed data as to values and prices as is reasonably available to the 
person furnishing the information and is relied upon by him to support his belief, 
including information as to any differences between the foreign market value or cost 
of production and the import purchase price or exporter’s sales price which may be 
accounted for by any difference in taxes, discounts, incidental costs such as those for 
packing or freight, or other items. 

(3) All information as to the existence of any conditions or restrictions attached

* “Sec. 201 (a) Whenever the Secretary of the Treasury ‘hereinafter called the ‘Secretary’)

‘Sec. 207. That for the purposes of this title the exporter of imported merchandise shall be the person 
by whom or for whose account the merchandise is imported into the United States: 

(1) If such person is the agent or principal of the exporter, manufacturer, or producer; or 

“«(2) If such person owns or controls, directly or indirectly, through stock ownership or control or 








otherwise, any interest in the business of the exporter, manufacturer, or producer; or 

“(3) If the exporter, manufacturer, or producer owns or controls, directly or directly, through stock

or for whose account such merchandise is imported makes oath before the collector, under regulations

If such information is found to comply with the require- 
ments, it shall be transmitted by the appraiser within 10 days to the Commissioner of 
Customs, together with all pertinent additional information obtainable by the appraiser. 
Before making such transmittal, or as soon thereafter as possible, the appraiser shall 
make such inquiry regarding the matter among importers, domestic producers and dis- 
tributors, or others as he may deem appropriate and report the results to the Commis- 
sioner together with his comments thereon.

14.8 Determination of fact or likelihood of sales at less than fair value; determina- 
tion of injury; finding of dumping.—(a) When the Commissioner of Customs has given 
advice to appraisers pursuant to section 14.6 (e), the Secretary of the Treasury will 
proceed as promptly as possible to determine whether the merchandise in question is 
in fact being, or is likely to be, sold in the United States or elsewhere at less than its 
fair value. If the determination is affirmative, the Secretary will advise the United 
States Tariff Commission accordingly. [T.D. 53953.] 

(b) If the Tariff Commission determines that there is, or likely to be. the injury 
contemplated by the statute, the Commissioner of Customs will make the finding con- 
templated by section 201 (a) of the Antidumping Act, as amended, with respect to the 
involved merchandise. (Secs. 201, 407, 42 Stat. 11, as amended, 18; 19 U. S. C. 160, 173.) 
'T.D. 53953.) 

14.9 Action by appraiser; appearance of importer.—(a) Upon receipt of advice 
from the Commissioner of Customs pursuant to section 14.6 (e) or of advice of a finding 
made in accordance with section 14.8 (b), the appraiser shall withhold appraisement 
of any merchandise within the purview of the advice or finding and shall notify the 
collector and importer immediately of each lot of merchandise with respect to which 
appraisement is so withheld. [T.D. 53953.] 

(b) When the appraiser notifies the importer of a withheld appraisement in ac- 
cordance with paragraph (a), he shall concurrently request the importer or his duly 
authorized agent, except as specified in paragraph (f) or (2), to appear before him to 
furnish the following information, unless the information has already been obtained. 

(1) The name and address of the ultimate consignee of the merchandise and, if 
such consignee is not the person for whose account the merchandise was imported, the 
name and address of the last-mentioned person. 

(2) Whether or not the person for whose account the merchandise was imported is 
the exporter of such merchandise within the meaning of section 207 of the Antidump- 
ing Act. 

(c) If, before a finding of dumping has been made, or before a case has been closed 
without a finding, the appraiser is satisfied by information furnished by the importer or 
otherwise that the purchase price or exporter’s sales price, in respect of any shipment, 
not less than foreign market value (or, in the absence of such value, than the cost of 
production), he shall so advise the Commissioner and request authorization to proceed 
with his appraisement of that shipment in the usual manner. 

(d) If the appraiser is not satisfied by information furnished by the importer or 
otherwise that the merchandise is not being sold at less than its foreign market value 
(or, in the absence of such value, than the cost of production), or if a finding of dump- 
ing has been made, he shall require the importer or his agent to file a certificate of 
the importer on the appropriate one of the following forms:

(e) If an unqualified certificate on Form 4 is filed and the appraiser is satisfied that 
no evidence can be obtained to contradict it, he shall notify the collector promptly that 
appraisement of the shipment is no longer being withheld on account of the Anti- 
dumping Act and proceed to appraise the merchandise in the usual manner. 

(f) When an importer has filed a certificate provided for in paragraph (d), upon 
each subsequent importation by the same person of merchandise of the kind covered 
by such certificate, the importer or his agent may attach an appropriate certificate to 
the invoice at the time of entry, and the appraiser may thereupon waive a further ap- 
pearance by the importer or his agent. 

(g) An importer who imports the same kind of merchandise from the same country 
at two or more ports in the United States under a single arrangement with the foreign 
shipper may prepare in written form all the information furnished by him or his agent 
to one appraiser regarding such merchandise pursuant to paragraph (b) and submit it to 
such appraiser.

14.10 Release of merchandise; bond.—(a) When the collector has received a notice 
of withheld appraisement provided for in section 14.9 (a), or when he has been advised 
of a finding provided for in section 14.8 (b), and so long as such notice or finding is in 
effect, he shall withhold release of any merchandise of a class or kind covered by such 
notice or finding which is then in his custody or is thereafter imported, unless an ap- 
propriate bond is filed or is on file, as specified hereafter in this section, or unless he 
is advised by the appraiser that the merchandise covered bv a svecified entry will be 
appraised without regard to the Antidumping Act. [T.D. 53953.] 

(b) If the merchandise is of a class or kind covered by a notice of withheld appraise 
ment provided for in section 14.9 (a) or by finding provided for in section 14.8 (b), 
a single consumption entry bond covering the shipment, an addition to anv other required 
bond, shall be furnished by the person making the entry or withdrawal, unless the 
provisions of the next paragraph are applicable and in other cases unless the collector 
is satisfied that the bond under which the entry was filed is sufficient.

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14.11 Conversion of currencies.—In determining the existence and amount of any 
difference between the purchase price or exporter’s sales price and the foreign market 
value (or, in the absence of such value, the cost of production) for the purposes of 
section 201 (b) or 202 (a) of the Antidumping Act, as amended, any necessary con- 
version of a foreign currency into its equivalent in United States currency shall be 
made in accordance with the provisions of section 522, Tariff Act of 1930 (31 U. S. C. 
372) (a) as of the date of purchase or agreement to purchase, if the purchase price is 
an element of the comparison, or (b) as of the date of exportation, if the exporter’s sales 
price is an element of the comparison. (Secs. 201, 202, 407, 42 Stat. 11, as amended, 
18; 19 U. S. C. 160, 161, 173.) [T.D. 53953.) 

14.12 Modification or revocation of finding.—An application for the modification 
or revocation of any finding made as provided for in section 14.8 (b) will receive due 
consideration if submitted in writing to the Commissioner of Customs together with 
detailed information concerning any change in circumstances or practice which has 
obtained for a substantial period of time, or other reasons, which the applicant believes 
will establish that the basis of the finding no longer exists with respect to all or any 
part of the merchandise covered thereby. (Secs. 201, 407, 42 Stat. 11, as amended, 18;

(c) If any information filed with an appraiser pursuant to paragraph (b) does not 
conform with the requirements of that paragraph, the communication shall be returned 
promptly to the person who submitted it with detailed written advice as to the respects 
in which it does not conform. If such information is found to comply with the require- 
ments, it shall be transmitted by the appraiser within 10 days to the Commissioner of 
Customs, together with all pertinent additional information available to the appraiser. 

(d) Upon receipt by the Commissioner of Customs of any communication submitted 
pursuant to paragraph (a) (b) or (c) and found to comply with the requirements of the 
pertinent paragraph, the Commissioner will cause such investigation to be made as 
appears to be warranted by the circumstances of the case and the Commissioner or his 
designated representative will consider any representations offered by foreign interests, 
importers, domestic producers, or other interested persons. 

(e) If it is determined that the application of the said section 303 is required, the 
Commissioner of Customs, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, will 
issue a countervailing duty order describing the merchandise, designating the country 
or area in which it is produced or from which it is exported, and declaring the ascer- 
tained or estimated amount of the bounty or grant or a rule for calculating or estimating 
such amount.

“Whenever any country, dependency, colony, province, or other political subdivision of government, 
person, partnership, association, cartel, or corporation shall pay or bestow, directly or indirectly, any bounty 
or grant upon the manufacture or production or export of any article or merchandise manufactured or pro-
